St. Lo u is, November 28th.—A panic oc­ 
curred at the Blair school to-day. and noth­ 
ing but the great presence of inind of the 
corps of teachers prevented a great loss of 
life. The steam-heating apparatus got out 
of order,and a rattling in thecoils, coupled 
with escaping steam, alarmed the children, 
who, fearing an explosion, started for the 
door. Miss Bettina Krebs, the teacher in 
charge, got to the door first and prevented 
a stampede. 
Scarcely had order been restored, how­ 
ever, when the noise in the steam pipes was 
repeated with increased violence, and be­ 
fore Miss Krebs could reach the door some 
of the terror-stricken children had gained 
the hall. The taithful teacher was borne 
to the floor and tram pled upon, sustaining 
serious iojuries. 
The excitem ent spread to room 10, just 
opposite, presided over by 
Miss 
Clara 
Stickle, and the children became unm an­ 
ageable there. The shuffling of feet and 
hissing of escaping steam spread the panic 
to room 14, presided over by Miss Mary P. 
Miller, and she, too, was thrown from her 
feet and tram ped upon. 
The janitor appeared on the scene, and 
did rough but heroic work in preventing 
the children from tram pling each other to 
death. 
A pupil in room 13 raised the cry of fire, 
and tiie pupils made a rush for the hall. 
Miss Chillen, the teacher, with com menda- 
bie presence of m ind and heroic efforts, 
quelled the disturbance, and in a short 
tim e order was restored. 
Two of the teachers. Miss Miller and Miss 
Krebs, were badly injured by being tram ­ 
pled upon, and seven pupils were injured.

H e denied also that he 
was present at the H avm arket riot, aud as 
he had never been harm ed by Bonfield, 
Gary or Grinnell, he had no reason for 
seeking revenge on them , nor did he ever 
do so. 
H e explained his alleged visit to 
G rinnell’s house by saying that on July 4th 
Capek and Cheleboun asked witness to go 
to the lake, where they would take a bath. 
On the way over Cheleboun said be had 
heard that Grinnell lived in a pretty park, 
and suggested going to see it. Then it was 
that witness suspected Cheleboun was going 
to sell them out. The trio walked around 
the square, but never said anything about 
revenge. 
Karafiat, he said, left bombs aqd 
dynam ite at witness’ bouse in October, 
1886, and never returned for them . After 
a while witness grew afraid, and threw 
fifteen of them into the river.

A P o ssib ility th a t th e P r e se n t C ongress 
M ay S e ttle th e Q u estio n . 
W ashing to n, November 28th.—The dis­ 
patches from Indianapolis last night con­ 
taining interviews with Senators Allison 
and Spooner on the subject of the tariff bill 
have attracted great attention here. It was 
suDPosed that the tariff would be laid aside 
uotil the meeting of the Fifty-first Con­ 
gress, when the entire subject would be 
taken up anew, and some scheme of revi­ 
sion be agreed upon. The fact that Senator 
Allison, who has been in charge of the 
Finance Committee’s bill since it was re­ 
ported to the Senate, had been closeted 
with General Harrison for several hours 
before 
he 
publicly 
declared that the 
Senate bill would be passed at the next ses­ 
sion, is regarded as proof that the Presi­ 
den t-elect desires the subject disposed of as 
soon as possible. 
T hat the bill can be passed by the Senate 
substantially in its present form, w ithout 
great delay, is beyond doubt. Then arises 
the question whether, in a conference be- 
.ween the two houses on the subject, any 
agreement ran be reached. If Mills, Breck- 
euridge and McMillan were willing to meet 
Allison, Aldrich and Jones of.Nevada half 
way, an agreement 
m ight 
be reached 
whereby Grover Cleveland, as one of the 
lost acts of his Adm inistration, could affix 
his signature to a revenue reform bill. 
The Democrats could then claim the 
credit of having accomplished at least a 
part of what they undertook to do, and 
could battle for a still further reduction in 
the tariff on the stum p four years hence. 
The Republicans, on the other hand, 
would, it is believed, be glad to have the 
subject finally disposed of now, if a revis­ 
ion and reduction could be made on the gen­ 
eral basis of the Finance Committee’s bill. 
It would relieve the next Adm inistration 
of considerable embarrassm ent, and spare 
the next Congress a vast deal of trouble and 
annoyance.

R ep o rt of th e C om m ission Sen t to D ea 
W ith th e Sioux In d ia n s. 
W ashing to n. November 28th.—The re­ 
port of the Sioux Indian Commission has 
been received by Secretary Vilas. 
The 
Commission was to purchase one-half of 
the reservation tract, containing 11,000,000 
acres, the remainder to be divided among 
the 15,000 Indians. The price offered was 
fifty cents per acre. Several consultations 
were held by the Commission, and they re­ 
turned without accomplishing anything. 
The Government offered the Indian's $1 an 
acre for such of the laud as should be dis­ 
posed of by the Government within two 
years, seventy-five cents in four years, aud 
fifty cents for the remainder. 
The Indians’ 
proposition was for $15,000,000 in cash, or 
bearing interest at 5 per cent, deposited to 
their credit in the United States Treasury. 
The Commission recommend the passage 
of a bill conforming to the proposition of 
the Indians, so tar as the price of the land 
is concerned, and m aking it the law, w ith­ 
out asking their wishes. 
The report also recommends that “squaw 
m en”—white men who have married In ­ 
dian women and who reside on the reser­ 
vation—shall be driven away aud made to 
support themselves.

FEINTING THE LAWS. 


The San Diego Evening Sun projioses 
that the Legislature shall adopt the plan 
of having all the laws passed by it pub» 
iished in full in the leading pape^ in each 
county. That form of scheme is not de­ 
fensible. 
It would entail enormous ex­ 
pense ujion the State. There are fifty-two 
counties and there are not less than 125 
newspapers, the claim of which to be rec­ 
ognized as “leading” in their communities 
could be established. This would mean, 
therefore, the publication of the volume of 
tes don laws 125 times over at advertising 
rate; in eaeh case. 
It would mean also 
contention for the patronage anJ any 
amount of chicane at the expense of the 
people. 
We have been at some trouble to 
ascertain what it would have cost to print 
the laws passed at the last session, as sug­ 
gested by the Sun. 
Assuming that our 
measurement is correct, they would have 
filled some twenty columns of twenty-four 
inches in length in minion type, and they 
should not he put in any smaller letter. 
At an average cost of §30 per column— 
a low estimate—the expense would aggre­ 
gate §75,000. 
Sow tliis is altogether too 
much to pay for publication of the 'aws. 
We are disposed to favor giving greater 
publicity to the laws as soon as passed. 
Some of the States require them to be pub­ 
lished, and find it to be wise to do so. 
In California an amendment of a single 
word, or a punctuation point in a section 
of the code, requires the re-enactment of 
the entire section no matter how lengthy, 
and this makes any publication of our 
laws more extended than in many of the 
States. 
Now, while it is desirable that all 
the people should know just what changes 
are made in the codes and statutes, and not he 
driven to seek the knowledge of lawyers 
or 
by 
procuring certified copies, we 
think there are two very much less ex­ 
pensive and more effective methods that 
may be adopted than that proposed. One 
is to have the lie porter of the Supreme 
Court prepare a syllabus of every Act 
passed and approved, for the purpose of 
publication in every county in the State in 
at least two reputable papers of consider­ 
able circulation. 
By this means, not to 
exceed eight columns of the length already 
designated would be used, and the expense 
therefore reduced to §30,000. 
The second plan we suggest is, that as 
the State owns her own printing-office, and 
as that office is required to print all Acts 
for enrollment, and therefore has them in 
type, to have the Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Printing strike off certified sheets of 
these printed laws to be used as supple­ 
ments to every established daily or weekly 
newspaper in the State with a circulation 
in excess of 500 copies. The sheets thus 
turnished should be distributed as supple­ 
ments to the papers selected, for a spot sum 
to be dependent upon the copies ordered 
by each paper. It is probable that such a 
plan of publication would not cost the 
State to exceed §15,000. 
Either of these 
plans would avoid heavy expense and the 
latter would shut out all contention to ob­ 
tain the right to print the laws.

of three thousand five huwtved Federal 
employes who could be dbyensed with I o 
the decided gain of the -country, for that 
much of disturbing influence in politics 
would l*e removed. The Federal Govern­ 
ment does not need the money collected by 
these officers, hut upon spirits a tax may 
well be collected by States and municipali­ 
ties in the restriction and regulation of 
the traffic. 
By this means the “ temper­ 
ance” objection to abandonment of the 
internal revenue tax is answered beyond 
possibility of response. 
Indeed, a vastly 
greater sum would be collected for States 
and municipalities by local tax regulation 
and restriction than is secured by the Fed­ 
eral Government from the Federal levy, 
and at the same time communities would 
be immensely benefited by the moral and 
economical results to flow from restriction 
of the traffic, and the elimination of its 
worst elements and representatives, to say 
nothing of improved treasuries and les­ 
sened taxation. 
But the internal revenue 
laws stand across the path of such pro­ 
gressive measures to-day; not as legal bar­ 
riers, it is true, but in the sentiment that 
while the Federal tax is levied, it is not 
just to pile on regulative license taxation. 
Every consideration, therefore, in the in­ 
terest of society and the economy of the 
people bids for the abandonment of the 
internal revenue taxes referred to.

THE INTEHNAL REVENDE 


The report of the Commissioner of In­ 
ternal Revenue for the fiscal year, 1887-88, 
shows that the tax collected upon spirits, 
tobacco and fermented liquors amounted 
to §123,292,810 47. Now this tax is in 
the nature of a discriminating duty in 
favor of some States and against others. It 
is, therefore, practically an impost upon 
commerce between States, and while not 
strictly within the legal inhibition, it 
operates to that end and is an interstate 
tariff; which is forbidden by tlie law and 
the spirit of our institutions. In other 
words, the Government collects a duty 
upon the consumers in one State of the 
products of another State. The benefici­ 
aries are the Government primarly and 
the producers next, while the consumer 
foots the bill. 
This is not .frist. Bat. be­ 
sides, why should we any longer continue 
a ta x - th a t grew out o f a necessity that no 
longer exists and that augments a treas­ 
ury that needs no reinforcement 7 
It is 
not any longer seriously contended that 
the tax upon spirits affects the question o f 
drunkenness; it is not and never was a 
temperance measnre, r.or was it created 
with any such idea in view. The coliec-

T h e report is given semi-official import­ 
ance that in October alone 750 Chinese 
laborers were landed at Vancouver, B. C. 
Of course, seven-tenths, if not all of them, 
were smuggled over the border into United 
States territory. 
It is said that between 
January 1, 1887, and July 1, 1888, only 
147 Chinese arrived at Vancouver. The 
udden increase for a single month there­ 
fore becomes significant. Congress is about 
to assemble, and one of its first steps should 
be to much increase the sum allowed to the 
customs officials to guard the border from 
this smuggling in of human contraband 
goods. Congressman Morrow secured the 
passage of a hill setting aside §50,000 for 
the purpose, but the sum is inadequate. 
He urged Congress to make it larger, but 
the Hoase refused. It may now possibly 
be made to see the utter folly of passing a 
restriction Act that closes the front door 
hut lints no sufficient guard to prevent en- 
trv by th e h ack door. 


T i ie ií e have been few records of gallant 
behavior made superior or even equal to 
that of the Hull volunteer life-saving 
crews in the present week. The courage 
and devotion of these men, the hardships 
they underwent, their herculean labors, 
and their terrible sufferings, entitle them 
to national praise and recognition. They 
saved the crews of four vessels upon a 
tempestuous coast, and at points separated 
by many miles, necessitating weary travel, 
and tl»e dragging of life-boats over rough 
» avs in the face of a terrible storm. They 
literally took their lives in their hands, 
and at times, in open boats in the midst of 
breaking seas, stood face to face with death; 
but they never faltered. 
It was heroism 
of the noblest order, and ought to com­ 
mand such recognition from the people as 
will testify to our admiration of valor and 
the courage that puts life at hazard to save 
life. 


T h e new Hydraulic Mining Debris 
Commission has entered upon its investiga­ 
tions. 
It has resolved to hear arguments 
on both sides and for that purpose, pre­ 
sumably, to sit In San Francisco. 
The 
Commis-ion wishes witnesses on both sides 
to come before it. 
It would be well for 
the body to sit in Sacramento or in Marys­ 
ville, and thus accommodate the witnesses 
who live nearest to the central points. 
There is no reason, whatever, for sessions 
to be held in San Francisco. 
The Com­ 
mission should, and we assume that it will, 
go upon the ground and not investigate at 
arm’s length. In the meantime what steps 
have been taken to present Sacramento’s 
side of the case ? Yi'ho is to appear for the 
river and the navigation interests ? W hat 
concern has anyone taken in this section, 
to have the case of the valley presented at 
all ? 


A r e p o r t obtains hearing that the Em­ 
peror of China has ordered his subjects in 
the United States to return to China forth­ 
with, the reason assigned being the passage 
of the restriction bill. There is little faith 
to be reposed in the story; it is quite too 
good to be true. 
But if it is verified, it is 
safe to say that not one in ten of the Chi­ 
nese in the United States will obey—they 
have altogether “too good a thing” to 
abandon it without any further ado than 
an imperial edict which can visit upon 
them no penalties for disobedience. 


W i l l i a m , of Germany, has the earache 
and all Europe isconvulsed. In a republic 
the entire corps of Government officials 
may howl with the pains of bodily afflic­ 
tion, but there will be neither civil dis­ 
turbance nor financial panic.

DIRECTOR MARTIN. 


H e R ise* to E x p la in C e rta in R u m o rs R e ­ 
g a rd in g S ch o o l M atter» . 
Edb. R ecord U n io n : In your article of 
this morning regarding the city schools 
the inference is drawn that one of the Di­ 
rectors desires to close the colored school 
because of a disagreement between the 
teacher of that school and himself. Such 
is not the case. I am the Director who 
bought the clock and wanted to know why 
the city should pay at the rate of $10 per 
annum per capita to educate the colored 
children, when it only cost $16 per annum 
to educate the white children. 
As I under­ 
stand, there are about seventy-five colored 
children in this city of which only twenty- 
five go to the colored school, and the other 
fifty go to the other schools. 
When I 
learned these facts I naturally, as a School 
Director, and as a business proposition, de­ 
sired to know why we should maintain a 
school under those circumstances. I be­ 
lieve that all the colored children should 
either be compelled to go to the colored 
school (if it must be maintained) or all 
sent to the other schools, for I don’t see 
any business or sense in paying $40 per an­ 
num per capita to educate part of the 
children, 
and 
only 
$16 
for 
others, 
when the schools are of the same standard ; 
and so far as the school lot not reverting 
back to its former owner is concerned, the 
lot at most is not worth more than $1,800, 
and how long, at $24 per pupil, will it 
take to pay for such a lot, and then own it 
for any purpose the School Board needs ? 
Why, just th re e y ears, a n d th e n fo r all 
tim e on w o u ld n o t h a v e th is U Djust a n d 
u n re a so n a b le a m o u n t to p a y extra to r th e 
p riv ile g e of a co lo red sch o o l. 
Also, several of my friends asked me why 
I introduced a petition to provide fqp the 
Chinese childien a separate school. In re­ 
gard thereto, 1 don’t want my child to go to 
school with Chinese children, aud as I un­ 
derstand Section 1665 of the Political Code, 
the Board of Education must do one of two 
things, either admit them in the other 
schools or furnish a separate school, and I 
am not in favor of compelling others to 
send their children to a mixed school when 
I would not do it myself, and the only way 
that I can see out of the difficulty is to give 
them a separate school, and there can be 
no objections thereto on political grounds, 
for the law was passed by a Democratic Sen­ 
ate and signed by a Democratic Governor 
(See amendments to Political Code, 1884 5), 
and, further, there are equities in favor of 
giving them a separate school. The County 
Assessor of this county informs me that 
between $4,000 and $4,200 each year is col­ 
lected from the Chinamen for poll taxes, 
which would be enough to maintain at 
least four separate schools. 
The Chinese children are also entitled to 
their portion of the school money under 
the census the same as white children, and 
may attend the schools. 
See Ward vs. 
Flood, 48 Cal. 36, wherein the colored 
children were excluded from the schools, 
which case was argued by John W. Dwi- 
neli, one of the ablest lawyers in the State, 
and the decisión was rendered by Judge 
W. T. Wallace, Chief Justice, and one of 
the ablest Judges of our Supreme Court, 
and a Democrat, aud was concurred in by 
all the other Judges except Justice Rhodes, 
who did not express an opinion. 
There being eighty-three Chinese child­ 
ren entitled to attend schools in this county 
as per last census of 1888, th 3y would be 
entitled to an apportionment of $760 from 
the State and county, and if twenty-five 
children attended the school, which wonld 
only be a fair average out of eighty-three 
entitled to attend school, then they would 
received $125 additional for their pro rata

A V e rd ic t o f A c q u itta l In th e C ase o f th e 
B o o tb la c k s 
The cases of Autone and Joe Cordona, 
charged with violating Ordinance No. 17, 
by keeping a bootblack stand on the side­ 
walk on Third street, between J and K, 
was tried in the Police Court yesterday be­ 
fore a jury, and resulted in the acquittal of 
the* defendants. 
The complainiDg wit­ 
ness in the case was James Senatz, proprie­ 
tor of the Mississippi Kitchen, who claims 
that the stand obstructs the view of his 
place. The case was a highly important 
one. however, as it was understood that if 
there was a conviction in this case, efforts 
would be made to remove other stands. 
Another very important feature of the case 
was that in case of a conviction the valid­ 
ity of the new city Ordinance No. 232, 
which was adopted by the Board of Trus­ 
tees, to cure tbs defect in all of the other 
city ordinances, would be tested, and passed 
up to the Superior Court. The proceed­ 
ings in the case show how citizens regard 
this particular ordinance. 
Both sides were represented by able 
counsel, who contested every point in the 
case. The examination of jurors as to their 
qualifications to serve took considerable 
time and was decidedly interesting. E. C. 
Hart conducted the case on the part of the 
prosecution and Grove L. Johnson repre­ 
sented the defendants. 
Each questioned 
the jurors closely, and some of the answers 
developed curious ideas in regard to the 
duties of a juror under his oath. 
Besides the usual interrogations in regard 
to giving defendants a fair and impartial 
trial and the benefit of a reasonable doubt, 
Mr. Johnson also asked each juror if he 
had any prejudice in favor of the saloon 
and restaurant business as against the boot­ 
black business, and if they had any prej­ 
udice against boot-black stands on the side­ 
walk. 
One juror said that he was a friend of 
Mr. Senatz and hoped he would be success­ 
ful in this case. There was a saloon nextr 
to his place which maintained what he con­ 
sidered a nuisance, and if he won this case 
the juror would bring another case. 
He 
was excused. 
Another juror said that he considered a 
bootblack stand on the sidewalk a nui­ 
sance. and the evidence that might be 
introduced would have no effect on him. 
His mind was made up. He was promptly 
excused. 
Other jurors believed that any ordinance 
against naving bootblack stands on the 
sidewalk was UDjust; that persons ought 
to have as much right to use fourleet of 
space on the sidewalk for blacking boots 
as for the display of wares and merchan­ 
dise. This class of jurors was excused bv 
the prosecution. 
One man said that he had known Mr. 
Senatz for a long time, and had busi­ 
ness relations with him, and if selected 
as a juror he would “ try and show him 
some courtesy.’ 
Mr. Johnson used one of 
his peremptory challenges on this juror. 
Still another citizen who had been called 
as a juror under his oath made the state­ 
ment that he would convict any man who 
would call for a jury trial in the Police 
Court, no matter what the evidence might 
be. The Court excused the juror without 
waiting for a challenge. 
A panel of thirty jurors was exhausted 
by noon, and it was ordered that fifteen 
more jurors be summoned to be present at 
half-past one o'clock. When the Court re­ 
sumed its session, this panel was also ex­ 
hausted, and 
still only ten competent 
jurors had been accepted. 
It was tnen 
stipulated by counsel that the case be tried 
before ten jurors. 
The following gentle­ 
men were sworn to try the case : 
W. J. 
Grafmiller, John Watt, N. J. Nathan, C. K. 
Dougherty. F. Gehring, Clarence Nelson, 
E. A. Burr. P. A. Miller and H. Marks. 
Mr. Hart then stated to the jury that the 
prosecution proposed to prove that the de­ 
fendants were guilty of a violation of Sec­ 
tions Two and Three of Ordinance No 17, 
because they were not using the space on 
the sidewalk for displaying goods, war,s 
and merchandise, within the meaning of 
the Ordinance. 
Section Two, of Ordinance 17, reads as 
follows : 
No person or business firm shall use any por­ 
tion of the sidew alk in any part of th e city lor 
any purpose w hatever, excepting only for the 
display of goods, wares and m erchandise, and 
for the purpose m entioned in Section Tivo of 
th is chapter; and lor th e purpose of displaying 
? 
;oods, four feet in w idth, com m encing at the 
rout line of the lot, m ay be used; provided, 
how ever, th a t m erchants and others receiving 
an d delivering goods shall be allow ed six hours 
from the tim e they are deposited u n til they are 
rem oved: and, provided further, th at a space of 
six feet in w idth shall at all tim es be kept clear 
tor th e accom m odation of persons passing. 
James Senatz was put upon the stand for 
the prosecution and testified that the de­ 
fendants conducted a bootblack stand on 
Third street which was 12 feet long, 8 feel 
high and occupied three feet of space on

a restaurant at 1021 Third street and lived 
up stairs at 1023; that he owned both 
places and rented the lower floor of No. 
1023 for a saloon : that the bootblack stand 
stood fourteen feet from the doorway lead­ 
ing to his residence. 
Mr. Hart then offered in evidence Ordi­ 
nance No. 17. passed by the Board of Trus­ 
tees June 27, 1872, re-enacted and re-en­ 
forced by Ordinance No. 232, passe i July 
16, 1888. re-enacting Ordinance No. 17. 
Also, Ordinance No. 232, passed July 16, 
1888, bv the Board of Trustees. 
Mr. Johnson objected to the testimony 
in the following language: 
'T object to 
the testimony as 
immaterial, irrelevant 
and incompetent and multifarious in its 
offer, as being au offer of two ordinances 
at once, which is improper and not allowed 
under the law. 
A person can only offer 
one distinct piece of evidence at a time 
and I object to this on the ground that two 
separate and distinct pieces of evidence, 
two separate and distinct ordinances are 
offered at the same time. 
I further object, 
without waiving this first objection, to the 
introduction of Ordinance No. 17, on the 
ground that it is immaterial, irrelevant and 
incompetent in that no proper foundation 
has been shown for the introduction of Or­ 
dinance No. 17, in that it does not appear 
to have been published as required by law, 
or passed as required by law, nor does it 
appear to have been printed or published 
in any book authorized by law, or by the 
Board of Trustees ; and further that by the 
judgment of this Court on three different 
occasions, this year, it has been decided 
that Ordinance No. 17 was not legally 
adopted, and is not a legal ordinance. 
And I specially object to the introduction 
of Ordinance No. 232 on the ground that 
it is immaterial, irrelevant and incompe­ 
tent. in that no proper foundation has been 
laid for its introduction, in that no proof 
has been offered showing that it has been 
passed or published as provided by law in 
any way, shape, form or manner; and fur­ 
ther that it is entirely immaterial, irrele­ 
vant and incompetent in this case, because 
the complaint does not show facts sufficient 
to constitute a canse of action, and because 
Ordinance No. 232 is not mentioned in this 
complaint.” 
Mr. Hart insisted on the admission of 
the evidence, arguing that Ordinance No. 
232, which continue»! in force Ordinance 
No. 17, was in the nature of a supple­ 
mental ordinance, and the complaint was 
drawn up for a violation of Ordinance No. 
17. and ordinances amendatory of and sup­ 
plemental to it. 
Judge Buckley took that view of it,over­ 
ruled the objection, and admitted the ordi­ 
nances in evidence. 
The prosecution then rested its case. 
Mr. Johnson made the following motion: 
“ I move that the Court instruct the jury to 
acquit the defendant, on the gronnd of the 
total failure on the part of the prosecution 
to prove that any part of Ordinance No. 17 
was in force at the time of the passage of 
Ordinance No. 232; 
the total failure to 
prove that this particular part of the ordi­ 
nance which is relied upon, and which wa3 
read, was in torce at the time of the passage 
of Ordinance No. 232; and also on the 
ground of the total failure on the part of 
the prosecution to prove that these defend­ 
ants themselves carry on the bootblack 
business at the place specified on the testi­ 
mony of Mr. Senatz, or that they them­ 
selves use any portion of it; and the total 
failure to prove that they were the prin­ 
cipals in the business, and that they own it 
or carry it on themselves; and that no suf­ 
ficient proof has been made of the publica­ 
tion of Ordinance No. 232.” 
Mr. JohDson argued his motion briefly, 
and Mr. Hart asked the Court, if he was in 
donbt about the matter, to permit him to 
re-open the case and introduce proof of the 
passage and publication of the ordinance. 
Judge Buckley denied the motion, saying 
that it was a matter of a great deal of im­ 
portance, as it involved the validity of all 
the ordinances in the city, and he thought 
it ought to go to the Superior Court for set­ 
tlement. 
Mr. Johnson then opened the case by in­ 
forming the jury that he expected to prove 
that only one of the defendants owned the 
stand and the other worked for him: that 
he used the space upon the sidewalk with 
the permission cf S. S. Nathan & Co., the 
owners of the property; that he had bought 
the stand and business from the Haley 
Bros . and paid them $300 for it; that Mr. 
Senatz knew this at the time; that they had 
a right to use four feet of the sidewalk to 
display their goods, and that is what they 


used it for; that there was some $10.000 in­ 
vested in the various boot-black staD ds in 
the city, and that this stand was one of the 
smallest of the lot. 
He said that they had 
the same right to display their chairs, 
brushes and bottles to attract the attention 
of people as others had to set out show­ 
cases and wooden Indians to attract cus­ 
tomers. 
Antone Cardano was put upon the stand, 
and said he was the owner of the stand; 
that he used it to set out chairs and brushes 
and blacking to attract customers, and for 
them to sit upon while he blacked their 
boots. 
He was asked if he had permission 
from S. S. Nathan & Co. to occupy the 
space, and Mr. Hart objected and the Court 
sustained him. 
Mr. Johnson then offered to prove that 
he bad such permission; that he paid $300 
for the business, and that at the time he 
paid the $300 he liad permission to use the 
sidewalk. 
In each case Mr. Hart objected, 
and was sustained by the Court. 
D. Maletesta was put upon the stand, and 
testified that the stand extended out two 
feet three inches in the center and three 
feet and a half on the roof. 
When asked 
about other stands, objection was made aud 
the testimony excluded by the Court. 
Mr. Johnson offered to proved that there 
were similar stands on Second. Third. 
Fourth, Fifth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, J 
and K streets, all of which were wider than 
the one complained of. 
Mr. Hart objected and was sustained by 
the Court 
The case was fully argued by counsel on 
both side», and the jury charged by the 
Court. The jury retired, and in a very 
short time returned with a verdict of ec- 
qnittal.

O R C H A R D IR R IG A T IO N . 


T h e S u iter F ru it-G ro w ers D iscu ss an In ­ 
te r e stin g Su b ject. 


M a r y s v i l l e , November 28th.—A ta meet­ 
ing of the Suiter Horticultural Society, in 
Y’ubaC.tv to-day, there was some discus­ 
sion on the question of irrigation for valley 
orchaids, but no vote was taken on the sub­ 
ject. 
J. J. Pratt. Superintendent of the Sutter 
Cannery, read by invitation an essay in 
favor ol irrigation. He dwelt upon the ad­ 
vantage of large size in fruit for canning 
purposes, and of maintaining the reputa­ 
tion for California canned goods for such 
full size. After explaining in detail the 
chemistry of plant nutrition through irri­ 
gation, the essay concluded as follows : 
‘•The object of this paper is to impress 
on tne minds of fruit growers the import­ 
ance of raising the largest and best fruit 
possible,- ana, while the writer fully be­ 
lieves that proper irrigation, careful thin­ 
ning, and thorough cultivation are all 
necessary to accomplish the desired result, 
that irrigation itself is just what is neces­ 
sary to perfect a lárge crop of fruit, and that 
the time is not far uistant when a thorough 
system of irrigation will be established. 
The writer does {not expect to convert the 
nou-irrigationists, bat he does hope to 
create an interest that will cause numerous 
experiments to be made, and that before 
another year we will bavethe actual results 
for argument.”

R e ce iv e r D yer’s Efl'ort to A b sorb a G ood­ 
S ized F o rtu n e. 
Salt Lake, November 28th.—On the 
hearing in the Territorial Supreme Court 
to-day in the matter of the compensation 
of Receiver Dyer in the suits to escheat the 
Mormon Church property, Jndge Zane in­ 
tervened in behalf of the public school 
Trustees, and alleged that the claim of 
$25.000 by the Receiver for his services was 
exorbitant and unjust, and that the fee of 
$1,000 claimed of the seized property by 
United States Attorney Peters is inequita­ 
ble; that be has no business in the case at 
all, in behalf of the Receiver, but that he 
should have represented 
the interests 
of the United States; that damaging con­ 
tracts and agreements have been made by 
the Receiver, whereby tbe public schools 
and other ultimate beneficiaries of this 
escheat are liable to be defrauded of their 
rights, and that therefore tbe schools have 
a right to be represented in the proceedings. 
After sharp debates the Court took a re­ 
cess till evening. At the evening session 
the motion to intervene was overruled, the 
Court holding that the School Trustees 
have no right to intervene at this time- 
but an investigation has been ordered into 
the charges of collusion, fraud and con­ 
tracts alleged in Judge Zane’s petition. 
Judge Robert Harkness is appointed Ex­ 
aminer to look into the charges and to take 
testimony.

W ASH ING TO N T E R R IT O R Y . 


A g e n c ie s 
E sta b lish ed 
T h ro u g h o u t th e 
E a st fo r th eir S a le. 
John T. Catling, General Manager of the 
California Dried Fruit Association, has just 
returned from his Eastern tour, which be 
undertook for the purpose of establishing 
agencies for the sale of the orchard prod­ 
ucts of the members of that organization. 
He reports that he found the demand for 
California fruits, both fresh and dried, rap­ 
idly extending, and that he found dealers 
eager to handle them. As a result of his 
efforts agencies have been established at 
the following points : Chicago, New Y’ork, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Atlanta, Birming­ 
ham. Ala.; Columbus, Ga ; Charleston. 8. 
C ; Knoxville, Tenn.; Memphis, Tenn.; 
Mobile, Ala.; Montgomery, Ala.; Macon, 
Ga.: Nashville, Tenn.; New Orlears, La.;' 
Richmond, Va.; Savannah, Ga.; Selma, 
Ala.; Wheeling. W. Va.; Louisville. Ky.; 
Austin, Tex.: Mansfield, 0 ; Buffalo, N. Y.; 
Columbus, O.; Cleveland, O.; Cincinnati, 
0.; Dayton, O.; La Fayette. Ind.; Detroit, 
Mich.; Denver, Col; Evansville,Ind.; Fort 
Smith, Ark.; Indianspolis, Ind.; Keokuk, 
la.; Des Moines, la.: KansasCity, Mo ; Lin­ 
coln Neb.; Little Rock, Ark.; Burlington, 
la.; Minneapolis. Minn.; Milwaukee, Wis.; 
Omaha, Neb.; Pine Bluff, Ark.; Richmond, 
Ind ; Sioux City, la.; St. Joseph, Mo.: St.

In all, fifty-six agencies were established 
and arrangements perfected for encourag­ 
ing the consumption of California fruits to 
the utmost. Mr. Cutting reported the dried 
fruit market to be in a most encouraging 
condition. The large accumulation of dried 
peaches at Chicago has mostly gone into 
consumption at prices varying from 9 to 
10i cents for bleached unpeeled fruit. But 
little of this class of fruit remaius either 
here or at the East. In fact, a recent order 
for a carload of a prime article for the 
Philadelphia market has not yet been 
filled. 
The apricot crop has also been well 
cleaned np, and good prices have ruled, 
the figures at Philadelphia now being 16 to 
171 cents for a good bleached article. The 
city named, by ihe way, is one of the best 
markets for California products of all kinds. 
There is still a large quantity of pruues 
on hand, bnt they are moving off regularly 
at from 6 to 10! cents a pound. Eastern 
dealers strongly advise that this fruit be 
packed in stout cotton sacks instead of 
boxes, as a better sale can be made, and a 
saving is also effected of at least 20 cents 
on the hundred pounds. 
Raisins are very scarce in the home mar­ 
ket, and the crop is prettv well cleaned up. 
The New York agents of the Dried Fruit 
Association strongly recomme.id that the 
two-crown loose be packed hereafter in 
sacks instead of boxes. There is a large 
sale for such fruit at 6 to 6! cents a pound. 
The Chicago market is strong, and a largely 
increased consumption is reported, the ratio 
being 40 per e“nt. larger than last year. 
Under date of November 20th the agent of 
the Association at tbe point named reported 
that nine-tenths of the California iruit so 
far received had been marketed, and many 
dealers have been unable to secure enough 
fruit to carry them through to next season. 
Consequently, a considerable appreciation 
in prices is not unreasonably expected. 
The qnality of the California raisins, too, is 
said to be far ahead of anything in the 
shape of Londons or three-crown loose ever 
shipped from Malaga.
